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COUNCIL OF STATES 

Wo. O.S.7(l)/B8L . — The following Bill was introduced in the Council of 
States on the 18th February, 1968 : — 

Bill No. 1 of 1968 

A Bill further to amend the Live-stock Importation Act. 1898. 

Bb it enacted by Parliament as follows:— 

1. Short title.— This Aot may be called the Live-stock Importation 

(Amendment) Aot, 1958. 

2. Amendment ol section 1, Act IX of 1898. — In section 1 of the Live- 
stock Importation Act, 1898 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Aot), 
for sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall he substituted, 

namely: — 

“(2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu 

and Kashmir.”. 

8. Amendment of section 2, Act IX of 1898.— In section 2 ol the prin- 
aipal Act, after clause (b), the following clause shall be inserted, namely: — 

"(®) 'import’ means the bringing or taking, by sea, land or air, 
Into the territories to which this Aot extends.”. 

4. Amendment of section 3, Act DC of 1898. — In section 8 of the prin- 
eipal Aot, in sub-section (J), for the words “the bringing or taking, by sea 
or land”, the words "the import” shall be substituted. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Live-stock Importation Act, 1898, which now extends to Part A 
States, Part C States and the States of SauraBht-ra and Travancorc-Coclun 
regulates the importation of live-stock by sea or land into the said States. 
The object of the present Bill is to enlarge the scope of the Act to cover 
importation of live-stock by air also and incidentally to extend it to the 
whole of India except Jammu and Kashmir.
